whose computer the threatening message to Senator Lautenberg 
appears to have been sent. The student denies any knowledge of 
the event or of having any animosity towards the Senator. He did 
explain, however, that prior to this incident he had always left 
his computer on twenty-four hours a day and was easily accessible 
by dozens of other students. The individual seemed genuinely 
concerned about the incident and appeared truthful. 


Also interviewed was

review or the University E-Mail log and a copy of the message, 
there is no proof that either the student's account or his 
computer was used to send the message. Also, no proof that if 
either were used the student himself was the guilty party.
